How Our Wounded Fare 
in Hospitals in France 


Miss Mary De Garmo, Back 
From Bois Desert, Tells of 
the Diet Provided—Plenty 
of . “Gold . Fish” and, of 


Course, Brans.

ISS MARY DE GARMO, just 
Meeetornins from more than a 


rear’s service as a chief dietician 


,in one of the largest army hospitals in

“I had to come back to hear the 
first real grumbling about conditions 
over there,” she said, yesterday nt 
her home, 6186 Washington boule- 
vard.

Purpose of Opposition, 


The fundamental purpose of the 

opposition seems to be to censure 
the superintendent, discredit him 
in the public mind, and, if pos- 
sible, secure his removal. If this 
really is the purpose, and if itis a 
just one, there should be no delay 
in making this fact known and the 
reasons for it clear, both to the 
superintendent and to the public. 
If I am wrong in the policies I 
have pursued in the conduct of 
the Department of Instruction, 
then the sooner this question is 
determined the Lotter it will be 
for the schools. 


Does the cause of .the difficulty“ 


then lie in the superintendent him- 
self, in hise attitude toward these 
members of the board, or in his 
management of the department? 

In thinking over the matter lam 
not conscious of having been lack- 
ing in the courtesy and considera- 
tion which these members of the 
board as representatives of the 
people should receive, nor have I 
failed to respect their judgment or 
their wishes in the mangement of 
the department so far as this could 
legitimately be done. I have 
found it necessary to refuse, how- 
ever, some requests that have been 
made and this may accounf for 
what has occurred. If it does not, 
then I am at a loss to know how 
it can be accounted for on a basis 
of anything I have said or done. 
Among the most important of 
these requests which I have had to 
refuse were the following: 

(Dr. Withers’ six numbered 
specifications, which appear else- 
where, are then given.) 

Promotions for Merit. 

Every member of the Board of 
Education, on assuming the du- 
ties of his office, is required to 
take oath “‘that he will not be in- 
fluenced during his term of office 
by any consideration except that of 
merit @nd fitness In the appoint- 
ment #f officers and the engage- 
ment of employes.” This oath is 
not required of the Superintendent 
of Instruction, but, feeling that no 
member of the board should be re- 
quired to take an oath that any of- 


ficer appointed by the board should | 


not also take, I have myself taken 
this oath. In the management of 
the Department of Instruction up 
to this time I have carefully not 
allowed any consideration but that 
of merit, so far as I could deter- 
mine it, to influence appointments 
or promotions made in the depart- 
ment. I want it distinctly and 
permanently understood that #0 
long as I vemain in the position of 
Superintesalent of Instruction I 
shall faithfully continue to carry 
out this same policy to the best of 


@,; ability. Any other course of ac- |

tion would soon destroy the fine 
professional spirit and unselfish 
service which has characterized 
the work of teachers and princi- 
pals in the St. Louis public schools. 
The growing belief that persorial 
influence rather than meritorious 
service determines matters of ap- 
pointment and promotion will be 
fatal to this spirit and to the good 
work for which the schools of St. 
Louis have been universally noted. 


Concerted Opposition, 

Your attention is called to the 
fact that all of these requests 
were made prior to the June, 
1918, meeting of the Board of Ed- 
ucation, at which the annual re- 
appointments and promotions of 
teachers were made. 

Concerted opposition began to 
show itself immediately after this 
meeting. It was shown at the 
meeting of July 9 in the following 
Ways: 

r. In the vote adopting the rec- 
ommendation of the Committee on 
Finance, “that all additional edu- 
cational or other activities involv- 
ing unusual expenditure of money 
be discontinued and that the board 
direct its executives to aid in con- 
serving its treasury and not to 
made any expenditures out of the 
appropriations set aside for them 
unless the dire need exists.” The 
primary object of this recom- 
mendation was to curtail the work 
of the Instruction Department. The 
seven members, above referred to, 
who voted to approve this recom- 
mendation, also voted at the ad- 
journed meeting 19 days later to 
increase the salaries of all of the 
officers of the board, except that 
of the superintendent. They also 
voted unanimously against the 
proposition made by another mem- 
ber of the board that the superin- 
tendents’ salary should also be 
increased. I make thig statement 
not to criticise their action in this 
matter. It will be remembered that 
I stated at the time that I did not 
ask or expert an increase of sal- 
ary. I simply make the statement 
here to indicate the attitude of 
mind toward the superintendent 
which the event «leariy showed. 

Vote on Resolution. 

2. In the resolution of Mr. Joer- 
ing, seconded by Mr.: Pluempe, to 
eliminate the following recommen- 
dations of the superintendent to 
improve the work of the schools: 
(a) A Department of Educational 
Extension and the appointment of 
a supervisor of educational exten- 
sion, to provide for ‘better han- 
dling of the night schools, the edu- 
cation of illiterates, education for 
Americanization, and the wider use 
by the public of the school bulld- 
ings; (b) Deans of girls in the 
high schools, to provide for bet- 
ter supervision of the social and 
moral life of the girls; (c) Reor- 
ganization to permit of greater ef- 
ficiency in the Superintendent's of- 
fice, and (d) two supervisors of 
high school subjects, one of En- 
gliish and the other of commercial 
subjects. These recommendations 
were all exceedingly important and 
had been approved by unanimous 
vote of the Committee on Instruc- 
tion. of which Mr. Joering and Mr.
